Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5-27 are allowed. 

With respect to independent claim 5, the prior art does not disclose, in the 
claimed environment, a kit comprising a cell culture vessel that includes a cell reservoir 
containing cells and a cryoprotectant, a distinct media reservoir containing a culture 
media and a gas reservoir containing a gas. The Rajotte reference represents the 
closest prior art since Rajotte teaches a self-contained vessel comprising cells and a 
cryoprotectant. Rajotte, however, fails to disclose a distinct media reservoir and a gas 
reservoir. One of ordinary skill would not be motivated to add a media reservoir to the 
Rajotte apparatus because Rajotte is strictly concerned with cryopreserving (not 
culturing), and the medium of any added media reservoir would negate the efficacy of 
the cryopreservation process by decreasing the concentration of cryoprotectant. 

The Custer (US 6068775), Hammerstedt (US 6065294) and Zelman (US 
4306556) references are similar to Rajotte in that they each disclose a cryopreservation 
chamber comprising a cryoprotectant and cells. Like Rajotte, they do not disclose a 
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distinct medium reservoir and gas reservoir. Applegate (US 5843766) discloses a cell 
culture reservoir comprising cells, a cryoprotectant and a nutrient medium. Applegate, 
however, does not disclose a distinct medium reservoir or a gas reservoir.
